Have you ever gone back thru some old research to discover that you’ve missed some 
details that might help break thru a brick wall? 


Well, | decided to review my research of Polly Crawford and her family. Polly is the sister 
of my ancestor, Nelson G. Crawford. Unfortunately, | don’t have a lot of research for Polly 
and her family. 


| decided to begin my review by looking at marriage records from Preble County, Ohio to 
see what | could learn about Polly and her children. 


In looking thru my notes, | discovered that | had pulled records for Crawford, Duggins, 
and Sellers surnames from Ancestry’s database Marriage Records Vol. | 1808-1830 and 
Vol. Il 1831-1840 for Preble County, Ohio. 


In looking thru this data, | recognized names for children of several known residents of 
Preble County Ohio: James and Sally Crawford (my ancestor, James and Martha 
Crawford, Nathan Sellers, and William and Sarah (Crawford) Sellers. 


However, there were several Crawford and Sellers names that | didn’t recognize. Thus, | 
decided to use the tree on FamilySearch to see whether | could figure out who all of 
these people are. To my surprise, | discovered some additional families whose children 
were married in early Preble County, Ohio. 


¢ Joseph Sellers / Rachel Summers — Joseph is a brother to Nathan Sellers and 
William Sellers (Joseph Sellers FamilySearch LBK3-VH6) 

* David Lloyd Daniel Crawford (FamilySearch L2QD-4RS) 

¢ William Crawford / Isabella McClure (FamilySearch L8WF-J2M) 

¢ Thomas L. Crawford (FamilySearch KZYF-WRL) 
Even though | can connect Joseph Sellers and his family to other Sellers families in my 
data, | don’t know enough about these three Crawford families to place them in my vast 
pool of Crawford data. 


Information on FamilySearch for David Lloyd Daniel Crawford and Thomas L. Crawford 
indicates that these two families had at least some tie to Maryland. FamilySearch has 
both of these men as sons of David Crawford II (1740-1812) and Lydia Loyd and 
grandson of David Crawford | (1710-1785) and Jane Douglas. 


On the other hand, William Crawford has Virginia ties - BOTETOURT Virginia ties. 
FamilySearch shows William as the son of John Crawford (1720-1796) and Margaret 
Jane Brown. 


At this point, | have nothing to tie these three Crawford families to the other Crawford 
families living in Preble County, Ohio prior to 1830: James Crawford and wife Sally 


Duggins and James Crawford and wife Martha Knight. 


So now, | not only need to update my research of Polly Crawford Stoner and her children 
but | need to research these other Crawford families in early Preble County, Ohio. 
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Below is a listing of the various families. Bold text indicates that their marriage record was 
found in the Ancestry resource.

An 1870 census record for a household of Jonathan Shaffer in Preble County, Ohio 
includes four children: Emma, Albert, Laura and Charles. 


Finding documents to tie Jonathan Sheffer (Shaffer) and his family to other descendants 
of James Crawford has proven to be difficult. Even proving that the Laura Shaffer shown 
in the census is the wife of Abner Needham is tricky. 


Researchers of FamilySearch have identified the children of Abner Needham. However, 
the current consensus for his wife’s name is Laura Scheffler. So not only is there a 
question of who Laura’s parents are, but also how her surname is spelled. 


Thus, | decided to look at some of the original records to see how the name is spelled. 
First, the marriage record for Jonathan and Martha (shown above) uses the SHEFFER 
spelling for the name. However, this same record also appears to spell Martha’s name as 
STOVER and not Stoner. 
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The marriage record for Abner Needham shows Laura’s name as Laura Sheffer and 
identifies Jonathan D Sheffer as her father.

Based on these various documents, | believe that the spelling of Laura’s name is Sheffer 
or Shaffer and not Scheffler. 


However, | can’t prove that Laura Sheffer descends from James Crawford. | am missing 
document tying the Sheffer family to other descendants of Polly Crawford and John 


Stoner. In addition, | have not been able to identify any DNA matches thru this line. 


Thus, I’m inviting readers to prove me wrong — to provide proof that I’ve made a wrong 
conclusion regarding Martha Jane Stoner and her family. 


1. Martha Jane Stoner was born about 1837 in Ohio, United States. 1 

She was listed on the census as a 13 year old white female born OH and was listed as 
Martha Stover at Gasper Twp. in Gasper Township, Preble, Ohio, United States on 2 Aug 
1850. 2

When researching a surname, do you ever encounter a ‘famous’ individual who seems to 
illogically appear in a lot of trees? With colonial CRAWFORD research, we have two such 
individuals.

Since this person is one of my yDNA matches, | was able to 
view the pedigree and see that this Alexander Crawford is the Alexander Crawford of 
Augusta County, VA who was married to Mary McPheeters.

that supports that lineage. | haven’t done much research on William Crawford (1744- 
1792), but there is quite a bit of information on William and his descendants in the book, 
Descendants of Alexander and Mary McPheeters Crawford: Pioneer Settlers of Augusta 
County, Virginia (pages 57 to 203). This book includes quite a few references to original 
records. Pages 5 thru 12 of this same book discuss Alexander Crawford (1715-1764). 


Part 2: William Crawford m Mary Ann Douglas — | haven’t done much research on 
Alexander’s parents but the first few pages of the book, Descendants of Alexander and 
Mary McPheeters Crawford does provide some information. Col. William Crawford (1691- 
1761) on the FamilySearch tree has quite a few sources attached. Unfortunately, some 
FS users are confusing this Col. William Crawford with the Col. William Crawford who 
was killed in Ohio. Thus one would have to sourt thru the sources to isolate those for the 
Col. William Crawford of Scotland. Looking at the record of changes for him, it appears

| received an immediate response from my Hannah Smith connection — and Hannah 
Smith is NOT our common ancestor. | would have discovered that if | had taken the time 
to look at the gedcom file. My match’s Hannah Smith lived in England. My Hannah Smith 
lived in Indiana. After browsing thru the Ancestry tree for this match, I’m not sure where 
we connect — but it has to be quite a ways back. His tree is almost entirely based in 
England while my tree is deeply U.S. 


| had similar results with my James Crawford match. His James Crawford is from New 
Brunswick while my James Crawford was born in Virginia, married in Kentucky and died 
in Ohio. However, my Harding line is in New Brunswick and | believe that our common 
ancestor would be a Flewelling. Unfortunately, | haven’t done much research on this 
branch of my family. 


Based on my experience with these two matches, | think the tool is only comparing 
names and not the associated places and dates. However, | would never have 
discovered the FLEWELLING connection without this tool. Thus, | believe this tool has 
potential — especially if more people put gedcom files on the site along with their DNA 
results.

The reason, | disagree with the statement is that the ThruLines for my 2nd great 
grandfather, James Crawford. This ThruLines suggests that William Monroe as a child of 
James Crawford based on a DNA match with a known 3rd cousin once removed.

Even though this match has a very small tree, she has enough in her tree that our trees 
should connect. Eugene Beggs, son of Walter Beggs and Ethel Anita Lighter is in both of 
our trees. My match’s tree includes Eugene Beggs’ father, Walter, but not his mother, 
Ethel Lighter. 


Thus, our common ancestors are Washington Marion Crawford and his wife, Mary 
Foster. Not only is ThruLines suggesting an incorrect connection on the Crawford line but 
also on the Foster line. This time, it is suggesting Margaret E. Jordan as a daughter of 
Zebulon Foster. 
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In hopes of getting the algorithm to correct these ThruLines, | added this cousin to my 
tree several months ago. Unfortunately, | haven’t observed any change in the ThruLines.

Have you seen Ancestry’s recent news that they will be dropping smaller matches from 
our list of DNA matches? ( Ancestry to Remove DNA Matches Soon) With over 100,000 
matches on my list, I’m not sure | will miss most of those small matches. 


However, | decided to look at my ThruLines and Common Ancestors matches to see 
what the impact might be. Since | have four DNA tests to manage, including my mother, | 
decided to start with the 5th great grandparent ThruLines. My goal is to add color coding 
dots and notes for ALL of the matches for each match listed on ThruLines. 


As l’ve worked my way thru all of these 5th great grandparent ThruLines, | observed 
some matches with very small trees where the common ancestor was identified. 


After finishing the 5th great grandparent ThruLines, | then looked at 6-7 cM matches who 
have an identified common ancestors. Going thru that list, | again observed quite a few 
small trees showing up as having a common ancestor.

Since | have done a lot of descendancy research, I’m guessing that all of that research is 
helping Ancestry’s computers to make these ‘common ancestor’ links between these 
small trees and my larger tree. 


Unfortunately, there isn’t a magical report to ‘grade’ me on my research of descendants. 
However, seeing these DNA matches with small trees showing up with common ancestor 
connections is enough validation for me. 


Thus, | will continue to work on my descendancy research — after | get done marking my 
6-7 cM matches that appear to have a known connection.

As with many other genealogists, I’m struggling with the upcoming loss of small matches 
from my Ancestry DNA match list. | have no idea how many of these matches | have but 
I’m guessing it is in the thousands. 


Since | will never have the time to work thru thousands upon thousands of matches to 
figure out how we connect, I’m hoping to use Ancestry’s computer technology to help me. 
Thus, I’m concentrating on my ThruLines matches, including the “potential ancestors”. 


| have done a lot of descendancy research which | believe is helping Ancestry’s 
ThruLines technology connect me to DNA matches who have very small trees. Seeing 
the words ‘No Tree’ or ‘Unlinked Tree’ in my list of matches means | will scroll right past 
the match and will never take the time to figure out our relationship.

Do you remember having conversations with your parents similar to ‘Why can’t |? 
Everyone else is doing it.’ Well, that is how | sometimes feel when it comes to my DNA 
research strategy. In other words, | often haven’t had a specific strategy, but was 
following the ‘crowd’. 


That was at least true when | submitted my spit to Ancestry to have an autosomal DNA 
test completed over 4 years ago. At the time, | didin’t know much about DNA but was 
hoping that it would help break down the numerous brick walls in my family tree. 


It was only after getting my results back that | started learning about the perceived 
limitations of these results. 


¢ Autosomal DNA can help identify ancestors within last 5-7 generations. ( Family 
Search DNA FAQ) 

* Small cM matches are often false positives ( When Is a Match a False Positive) 
Since my tree was already complete thru 5 and 6 generations and mostly complete thru 7 
generations, my hopes of using my Ancestry DNA results to prove a new ancestor were 
dashed. 


Then came the summer of 2020 when Ancestry announced that it had plans to remove 
the 6 and 7 cM matches from our lists of matches. Since Ancestry had also recently 
announced that over 18 million people had had their DNA tested by Ancestry, | knew that 
these smaller matches were adding to the data load. Thus, | looked at this move for what 
it was — a cost saving measure. 


That was until | looked at my own ThruLines data and realized that | had ‘brick wall 
shattering’ information in my ThruLInes that utilized quite a few of these smaller matches 
to build these connections. 


Thus, | started working to tag these smaller matches — starting with those identified as 
having a common ancestor. In working thru these matches, | found matches to support 
my paper research identifying Rachel Harris, daughter of Peter Harris as my third great 
grandmother. These matches helped me identify Peter’s wife along with the parents of 
Peter Harris and his wife, Rachel Simonse VanArsdale. This discovery led me to three 
revolutionary war ancestors and a very rich family history going back to the 1600s. 


Knowing that there had to be other ‘yet to be identified’ common ancestors lurking in this 
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pool of 6-7 cM matches, | decided | was going to try and tag as many of these matches 
as | could. Roberta Estes provided some guidance on how to do this in her blog on July 
16: Ancestry to Remove DNA Matches Soon - Preservation Strategies with Detailed 
Instructions. So, | started by searching these matches for some of my surnames and then 
tagging them. Since this was a slow labor intensive process, | knew that | wasn’t going to 
be able to save very many of these matches. 


Then | saw a post by Roger Froysaa on the Facebook group, Ancestry DNA Matching 
where Roger shared a script that could automatically tag these 6 and 7 cM matches. 
Roger not only shared several versions of his script but also wrote a script to cause the 
list of matches to scroll to the bottom. These scripts worked — to a point. | would either 
get an ‘Aw Shucks’ your browser crashed OR a message from Ancestry that their 
backend servers were overtaxed. Charles Updike shared changes to the script, including 
a different script to scroll to the bottom. 


This morning, | saw another post on the AncestryDNA Matching group about these 
scripts. This post was by Kay Simpkins where she shared a script written by Earl Haiks. | 
found the script in one of Kay’s comments on her post and copied/pasted it into Notepad. 


After reading all of the comments on Kay’s post, | realized that | didn’t have to sort out the 
6-7 cm matches, | just had to run the script. | renamed my ‘6-7 cM Matches’ group and 
called it ‘Distant Relatives’ so that | wouldn’t have to edit the script shared by Kay. | then 
ran it on my matches — and it was QUICK and | didn’t get any of those error messages. 
In about 4 hours early this morning, | was able to run this script on five tests. | still have 
one test to run the script on but am waiting until tonight when it should run faster than 
midday.

Alternate Names 
Saturday, August 22, 2020 


Have you learned thru the years that spelling matters when doing an Internet search? On 
the other hand, have you found that spelling of names varies — and thus a specific 
spelling doesn’t matter any more? That need to be able to search for various spellings of 
a name was behind the development of the Soundex code. 


Soundex code was very valuable in pre-Internet days for locating census records. It can 
still be used today with searches of Ancestry’s databases. Unfortunately, this concept 
isn’t used when Ancestry’s computers compares the trees of people who have a DNA 
match to identify the common ancestor. Instead, the computer is looking for an exact 
match. 


As I’ve started researching an ancestor that Ancestry identified as a potential match, I’m 
running into spelling issues. 


This new ancestor is a revolutionary war veteran, Major Simon Van Arsdale. In addition 
to his revolutionary war service, Simon Van Arsdale was part of the Low Dutch 
Settlement that migrated to Kentucky. 


The discovery of Simon Van Arsdale as a potential ancestor is opening up doors to other 
potential ancestors and a lot of interesting history. Unfortunately, the spelling of the Van 
Arsdale name is making it difficult to locate records and to identify DNA matches. So far, 
I’ve identified the following spellings for this surname: 


* VanArsdale 

¢ Van Arsdale 

¢ Van Arsdalen 

¢ Vanarsdall 

¢ Vannarsdall 

¢ Van Artsdalen 

¢ Van Osdol 

* Vanosdol 
For the most part, clicking to also use Soundex when searching Ancestry databases will 
help me get around the many spellings of the name. However, that option isn’t available 
when working with DNA matches. | recently learned that | should use the ‘alternate name’ 
fact to add variations on the spelling of a name. 


This morning as | was thinking about the need to add ‘alternate name’ facts for Simon 
Van Arsdale, | saw a Facebook post questioning why Ancestry’s computers can’t find 
common ancestors when both parties of a DNA match have large trees. | believe the 
same post also talked about how changing the spelling of a name (Fannie to Fanny) 
caused the number of matches on a ThruLines to drop. In the comments on the post was 
a suggestion to add an ‘alternate name’ fact for the different spelling of the name. 
(Unfortunately, | haven’t been able to find this post back. Thus, | can’t give credit to the 
parties who wrote the post and the comment.) 


In thinking about this question as to why the computers aren’t finding the common 
ancestors, | realized that spelling of surnames and name variations could be a big issue 
with my tree. | have a lot of places in my tree where the name | have could be slightly

different from the name another person might have in their tree. However, | have one 
surname where this could be a big issue: CURREY. 


Over the years, | have found that when the name is spelled with the ‘e’, the record is 
usually for someone in my line. | have also found records using the CURRY spelling that 
are for individuals in my line. Thus, the name could be spelled CURREY or CURRY. 
Since | only have the CURREY spelling in my direct ancestral line, I’m going to 
experiment with adding CURRY as an alternate name to see what happens to my 
ThruLines. 


Below are the number of ThruLines matches for each generation of my CURREY line: 


¢ Hiram Currey — Dodge City — 1866-1943 —— 3 matches 

¢ Hiram Currey — Leavenworth — 1835-1901 —— 7 matches

| will add the ‘CURRY’ alternate name for each ancestor and their children. Then | will re- 
check my numbers in a few days. Hopefully, | will see the number of matches increase!

My mind is ‘jumping up and down’ with joy this morning. Another CRAWFORD researcher 
contacted me this morning to let me know he had found out his haplogroup: R-Y88686. 
That is the SAME haplogroup as my brother. 


We FINALLY have some evidence that we are related!

We both descend from James Crawford of Preble County, Ohio. His James Crawford was 
born in 1770 in Augusta County, Virginia and died in 1833 in Warren County, Indiana. My 
James was born in 1772 in Virginia and died in 1854 in Preble County, Ohio. 


Both men were living in Kentucky prior to 1800. His James married Martha Knight in 1793 
in Lincoln County, Kentucky. My James married Sally Duggins in 1799 in Garrard County, 
Kentucky. (Garrard County was formed in 1797 from Lincoln and Madison counties.) 


In 1811, his James filed land entry papers showing he had made the final payment for the 
SW 1/4 of Section 14, Township 7 Range 2 East in Preble County, Ohio. In 1816, my 
James filed similar land entry papers showing he had made the final payment for the NW 
1/4 of Section 14, Township 7, Range 2 East in Preble County, Ohio. Yes, they owned 
adjoining land. 


These two families appear to have migrated together for over 100 years. Thus, we have 
long suspected a relationship. 


Not only has our yDNA tests shown us that we need to keep looking for that relationship, 
but it has added a third James Crawford to the mix. This James was also in Garrard 
County prior to 1800. James was born in Augusta County, Virginia in 1758 and died in 
Jefferson County, Indiana in 1836. In 1779, this James Crawford married Rebecca 
Anderson Maxwell in Montgomery County, Virginia. 


So that’s three members of our haplogroup: 


¢ three James Crawfords 

¢ all in Garrard County, Kentucky prior to 1800 

* all born in Virginia — likely in early Augusta County, Virginia 

¢ no father/son relationship between any of the three James Crawfords 
The fourth member of our haplogroup descends from William Nelson Crawford. William 
was born in 1829 in Ohio. Little information about William has been found prior to his 
marriage to Julia Ann Decious in 1864 in Lassen, California. By 1877, William and Julia 
were living in Klickitat County, Washington. William died in Klickitat County in 1907. 
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This William Crawford may have been the 21 year old William Crawford listed in the 
household of William Crawford (son of James and Martha Crawford) on the 1850 census 
in Pike Township, Warren County, Indiana. 
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If so, that would place William Nelson Crawford in Warren County, Indiana along with 
James and Martha Crawford and their children and with my ancestor Nelson G. 
Crawford, son of James and Sally Crawford. 


This new haplogroup information says these four families are related. We just need to do 
more digging to figure out how!

Saturday, August 29, 2020 


We finally have DNA evidence of a relationship between our James Crawford (md Sally 
Smith Duggins) and his neighbor, James Crawford (md. Martha Knight). In addition, we 
have evidence of a DNA relationship with the James Crawford who owned land on Paint 
Lick Creek in Kentucky. 


However, this DNA evidence does not tell us HOW we are related. It might also be telling 
us that we are not as closely related as we thought. 


Below is a diagram of what the yDNA tree probably looks like. 


The bright yellow boxes represent the ancestors of other yDNA testers. The light orange 
box represents the yDNA tester of my line. This diagram supports an uncle/nephew 
relationship between the James of Paint Lick area and the James that married Martha 
Knight. Even though a will for John Crawford has been found that identifies his wife as 
Rebekah and names sons James and Nathan, documentation has not been found to help 
prove that the family in Kentucky is the same family named in the Virginia will. 


For a time, it was believed that our James (md Sally Duggins) was also a nephew of the 
James Crawford that married Rebecca Anderson Maxwell thru James’ brother, Andrew. 
However, the yDNA information does not support that close of a relationship. Thus, 
Andrew is no longer considered a potential ancestor. 


Since we are all in the same yDNA haplogroup, we are related. However, it appears that 
our James (md Sally Duggins) is possibly a cousin to the James Crawford that married 
Rebecca Anderson Maxwell. 


More research both with DNA and with records needs to be done to prove these 
relationships and to identify that elusive common ancestor. Thus, your help is needed.

¢ If my previous posts and Ancestry tree caused you to add Andrew Crawford as the 
father of James Crawford (1772-1854), please remove Andrew as the father of 
James at least for now. This will hopefully help Ancestry ThruLines search for 
someone besides Andrew as a potential father. 

¢ If you have tested your DNA with Ancestry, please look for matches that have the 
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Crawford surname who were born in Preble County, Ohio or Garrard County, 
Kentucky. These matches are likely related on our Crawford tree somehow. 

¢ If you have tested your DNA with Ancestry, please look for matches that have the 
SELLERS surname. There are two SELLERS marriages in Lincoln County Kentucky 
to CRAWFORDs. These Crawford women are likely sisters to James Crawford 
(1770-1833). Even though my Crawford line has no known Sellers ancestor, | have 
lots of Sellers DNA matches. Thus, these Sellers matches might be a key to figuring 
out our Crawford relationships. 

« Please help by poking holes in my research or making suggestions for further 
research. 

¢ Since we should protect the privacy of our DNA matches, we should not publicly 
share the name of our matches or shared matches. Instead, please invite them to 
join this conversation.

A Sellers DNA Mystery 


If you search your DNA matches for a member of your genealogy FAN (family, 
associates, neighbors) do come up with results? Do you ever scratch your head trying to 
figure out how they fit in your tree? 


I’m sure scratching my head trying to figure out the over 300 DNA matches to my brother 
who have SELLERS in their tree. (Note the number goes higher if | click on ‘Include 
Similar Surnames’.) 


| do have Sellers in my database. | have a whole lot of them in my database. Since the 
Sellers family is part of my Lincoln County, Kentucky FAN club, | have tracked the 
descendants of Nathaniel Sellers (1720-1795) for several generations. 


Two of his sons, James and William, married into the Crawford family in Lincoln County, 
KY. The marriage records for these Crawford sisters, Mary and Sarah, suggest a 
relationship with the widow, Rebekah Crawford. Rebekah is also thought to be the 
mother of the James Crawford that married Martha Knight in Lincoln County, KY. 


Based on the research of Rebekah and Mary, Sarah and James, the working theory is 
that Mary and Sarah are sisters to James Crawford (1770-1833). This is NOT my 
Crawford line. My Crawford line goes thru my father to James Crawford (1772-1854). 
Thus, the mystery: Why do I have so many SELLERS DNA matches? 


The search of my brother’s matches for Sellers yields one explanation: | need to look for 
the SELLERS surname on both sides of my tree. 


Looking at the matches with a common ancestor, it appears that | may need to look for 
the SELLERS surname as ancestors of the following: 


¢ 4th great grandparents: John Reed (1800-1864) and Mary Buckles (1792-1867) on 
my mother’s side of the tree 
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¢ 5th great grandmother: Mary Wright on my mother’s side of the tree 
¢ Sth great grandparents: Jacob Iglehart (1774-1856) and Ann Beall (1777-?)on my 
mother’s side of the tree 
¢ 5th great grandparents: Jeremiah Browning (1744-1834)and Cassandra Foster 
(1767-1830) on my father’s side of the tree 
¢ Ath great grandmother: Sarah Smith (1770-1856) on my father’s CRAWFORD line 
If | go to my set of DNA matches and do the same search for the SELLERS surname, | 
come up with even more confusing information. | match descendants of James and Mary 
(Crawford) Sellers and his brother / her sister William and Sarah (Crawford) Sellers.

Not only do these Sellers/Crawford matches appear, but they have quite a few shared 
matches. 


Thus, all of the confusion: lots of Sellers matches with possible connections to BOTH 


sides of my tree. I’d love to connect with other SELLERS researchers to try and figure out 
how all of these matches connect.

In your genealogy research, do you have a FAN (Family Associates, Neighbors) club? If 
so, do you ever see a name and question whether to add him/her to your FAN club? If so, 
that’s how | felt about Moses Dooley. 


It was like that name, Moses Dooley, kept cropping up in different places and times. My 
first notes for Moses Dooley are from tax records for Preble County Ohio — living in the 
same community as my ancestor, James Crawford (wife Sally Smith Duggins) and ‘big’ 
James Crawford (wife Martha Knight). 


Thinking that | should find Moses Dooley in Kentucky with these same Crawford families, 
| looked back at my Kentucky notes and discovered that | didn’t record anything about 
Moses Dooley. Rechecking the tax records, | found Moses Dooley in 1794 Madison 
County, Kentucky — on the same page as several Crawfords. [Kentucky, Madison. Tax 
Books, 1787-1874. Kentucky Historical Society, Frankfort, KY. Film #8126 DGS 7834478. 
Crawford James, William, 1794 Tax bookx 1787-1797, 1799-1807: image 197; digital 
images, Family Search http://www.familysearch.org : viewed online February 2019.] 
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Assuming the Moses Dooley of Preble County, Ohio is the same person as the Moses 
Dooley of Madison County, Ky, that places Moses Dooley traveling a similar migration 
path as that traveled by the two James Crawford families. 


A brief study of the information about Moses Dooley on the FamilySearch tree [ L66r- 
BYH] revealed other connection points with my research: 


¢ Moses Dooley was born in Augusta County, Virginia in 1748. Augusta County, is 
where my ancestor, James Crawford, is said to have been born. 
¢ Moses Dooley died in 1822 in Preble County, Ohio. James Crawford was living in 
Preble County, Ohio in 1822 and died there in 1854. 
¢ Moses Dooley’s grandson, Silas Dooley married Isabel McCracken. Isabel’s 
grandparents were Nathan Sellers and Sarah Finley. The Sellers family is part of my 
Crawford FAN club. 
¢ Moses Dooley’s son, Abner married Nancy Douglas. Nancy is the daughter of 
George and Rebecca Douglas. George Douglas is believed to be the brother of 
Rebekah Crawford. Rebekah Crawford is believed to be the mother of Sarah 
Crawford (md Williiam Sellers), Mary Crawford (md. James Sellers) and James 
Crawford (md Martha Knight) 
With all of these loose connections to my Crawford family, | decided to see what else | 
could learn about Moses Dooley and his family. Digging thru Google searches, | 
stumbled upon a biography of Reuben Dooley, son of Moses Dooley. 


Not only does this biography provide a lot of detail about Reuben Dooley and his parents, 
but it provides details for their migration path. This path took the family from Bedford 
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County, Virginia to Madison County, Kentucky in 1781. From there the family moved to 
Barren County, Kentucky and then to Preble County, Ohio. 


This migration path is very similar to that of the Preble County Crawfords. Deeds place 
James and Martha in Barren County, Kentucky prior to moving to Preble County, Ohio. 
Marriage records place both James in early Kentucky. James and Martha were married in 
Lincoln County, Kentucky in 1793. James and Sally were married in Garrard County 
Kentucky in 1799. Both James are believed to have been born in Augusta County, 
Virginia, one in 1770 and the other in 1772. 


Although | haven’t found any relationship between my Crawford line and the Dooleys, this 
biography provides support for the migration of the Preble County James Crawfords 
South onto the Marrowbone out of the Garrard County Kentucky area prior to the 
migration North into Preble County, Ohio. 


| am glad | followed that ‘nudge’ to do more research on Moses Dooley. He is now an 
‘official’ member of my Crawford FAN club. 
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A Different View

Are you overwhelmed with DNA data? Have you ever tried looking at the data ina 
different way to see what you can learn from it? 


The Leeds method of looking at DNA matches is often used for this purpose. Today, | 
read the blog post, 7-gen-1-sheet, by Ann Raymont. In this post, the author explains how 
to set up a spreadsheet to display 7 generations of ancestors. Once the spreadsheet is 
created, color coding can be used to identify patterns such as European roots, lineage 
society lines or whether a specific source has been used. 


Intrigued by how this spreadsheet could be used, | decided to create the page of 
ancestors. As | was creating the spreadsheet, | decided to use it to look at my ThruLines 
data. Since I’ve tested myself, my two brothers and my mother, | have four sets of 
ThruLines. Even though I’ve looked thru this data for each match, I’ve never compared 
the results. 


By adding columns for each of my DNA tests, | was able to record the number of matches 
for each ancestor from the 4 DNA tests. 


Having this data all in one place will help me evaluate my tree in relation to my DNA 
results. For example, does it indicate an error in my tree if | only have a few matches for 
that ancestor? Having this data side by side has also allowed me to see that even though 
| might only have a few matches with descendants of a particular ancestor, my brothers 
or mother could have quite a few more matches. In those cases, the probability that my 
tree is accurate increases when | look at all four tests versus looking at just my results. 


Now that | have 9 generations of ancestors on my spreadsheet, there are several other 
ways that | hope to utilize this sheet.

Do you ever find yourself so engrossed in researching those 6th and 7th generation brick 
walls that you overlook documenting earlier generations with obvious sources? That’s 
what I’ve found to be true with my research. 


| recently read the post, 7-gen-1-sheet that suggests using a spreadsheet of ancestors to 
look at one’s data in a different manner. Thus, | decided to look at the sources I’ve 
attached to death facts to see whether | have sourced an obituary and their Find a Grave 
site.

See all of that red? Needless to say, I’ve failed! A few of these don’t have known death 
dates/locations — but I’ve been to some of the other graves shaded red. 


Before shading the 7th generation, I’m going to try and turn more of these yellow. 


To start turning the red to yellow, | started by checking the burial fact . For many of these 
6th generation ancestors, | had attached the Find a Grave source to the burial fact but 
not to the death (or birth) fact. Thus, | simply had to memorize the source on the burial 
fact and paste it onto the death fact. That simple task changed a lot of the red to green. 


For those still shaded red, | do not know a death date or place. Thus, they will likely 
remain shaded red until such time that | can verify their death date and place. 


| doubt | would have ever gone back to update these death facts if | hadn’t looked at my 
data in this way. 
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Same Alexander?

Do you struggle with ‘same name’ issues in your genealogy research? | know that over 
the years | have struggled to either separate two people or prove that the records | found 
apply to my ancestor and not to someone else of the same name. 


My newest struggle is with someone that | currently can’t even connect to my tree. | found 
an Alexander Crawford who married Margaret McElwee in Lincoln County, Kentucky in 
1788. This marriage is one of four Crawford marriages that occurred in early Lincoln 
County: 


¢ 1788 — Alexander Crawford married Margaret McElwee 

¢ 1791 —- Mary Crawford married James Sellers 

¢ 1793 - James Crawford married Martha Knight 

¢ 1796 —- Sarah Crawford married William David Sellers 
My ancestor, James Crawford married Sally Duggins in 1799 in Garrard County, 
Kentucky. Garrard County was formed from Lincoln County, Kentucky in 1796 — the year 
Sarah and William Sellers were married. 


Thus, these 5 Crawford couples were married in the area of 1788 Lincoln County, 
Kentucky within an 11 year time period. Based on the marriage bonds and some land 
records, it is believed that Mary, Sarah and the James that married Martha Knight are all 
children of Rebekah Crawford who purchased land in Garrard County from George 
Douglas. 


Since my ancestor, the James Crawford who married Sally Duggins, lived in the same 
area as the James Crawford who married Martha Knight, it is thought that they are 
somehow related, possibly cousins. 


So that leaves Alexander Crawford. Is Alexander a sibling to Mary, James and Sarah? 
Or, is he possibly a sibling to my James Crawford? 


In hopes of proving that Alexander Crawford is a sibling to one of these two families, I’ve 
done some research on Alexander. Although | haven't done extensive research on 
Alexander, | have established a basic timeline for him.

Since my goal was to figure out whether this Alexander Crawford was related to any of 
the other Crawford families in early Garrard County, Kentucky, | started looking at trees 
hoping to find someone with parents for Alexander Crawford. 


And | found several trees showing Rev. James Crawford and Rebecca McPheeters as 
the parents of Alexander. This lineage would make the Alexander Crawford who married 
Margaret McElwee a grandson of Alexander Crawford and Mary McPheeters.

Although Rev. James Crawford may have been an itinerant minister, he did not live in the 
Garrard County area. Instead he raised his family in Fayette County. Thus, | decided to 
look at information about the descendants of Alexander and Mary (McPheeters) Crawford 
to see if the Alexander Crawford of Pulaski County was a grandson. 


Thus, | turned to the book, Descendants of Alexander & Mary McPheeters Crawford: 
Pioneer Settlers of Augusta County, Virginia by Amanda Crawford Arbogast Forbes and 
Lucetta Crawford Smmis. This book identifies the children of Rev. James Crawford as 


¢ Mary Crawford — died unmarried 

¢ Martha Crawford (1775-1831) married Charles McPheeters 
¢ Alexander Crawford (1782-1845) 

¢ Elizabeth Crawford (1789-1845) married Joseph Galloway 
¢ Sarah Crawford (1801-1841) unmarried 

¢ Rebecca Crawford (1803-1833) unmarried 


Rebecca, wife of the Rev. James Crawford, was born 1755 and died 
16 April 1830, age 75 years. She and her husband are buried in the 
Walnut Hill Cemetery, in Lexington, Ky. She was the daughter of 
John McPheeters and Elizabeth Campbell; hence first cousins as 
James' mother was Mary McPheeters, sister to John. According to 
the Chart prepared by the Rev. Alexander Warwick Crawford at the 
Alderman Library, Charlottesville, Va.

Comparing the information | have compiled for the Alexander Crawford of Pulaski 
County, Kentucky with the information in the book about descendants of Alexander 
Crawford and Mary McPheeters, | don’t believe these two Alexander Crawfords are the 
same person. 


However, | am basing my conclusion on one book. Since that isn’t sufficient evidence to 
convince others, more research is needed to support my conclusion. Perhaps in the 
process, | will stumble on something that leads to information connecting the Alexander 
Crawford of Pulaski County to the Crawfords of Garrard County.

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Disproving Same Alexander — Census Records

I’m struggling with ‘same name’ issues. Particularly in regards to Alexander Crawford. | 
believe there are two different Alexander Crawfords. 


¢ Alexander Crawford who married Margaret McElwee in Lincoln County, Kentucky in 
1788 and likely lived in Pulaski County, Kentucky 
¢ Alexander Crawford, son of Rev. James Crawford of Fayette County, Kentucky and 
grandson of Alexander Crawford and Mary McPheeters 
Other researchers disagree with me. Thus, I’m on a quest to locate documentation to 
hopefully resolve this issue. 


Today, I’m working with census records. Since these are all pre-1850 census listings, 
they can’t be depended upon to prove family relations. However, they can help establish 
places of residency. 


Using the family information for Rev. James Crawford from the book Descendants of 
Alexander and Mary (McPheeters) Crawford, | can determine approximate ages for the 
various census years.

The above census records support an Alexander Crawford living in Fayette County, 
Kentucky between 1820 and 1840. Although there are a few discrepancies, the tick 
marks appear to line up with the Rev. James Crawford family structure. Thus, there is 
support — but not definitive proof — for the theory that the Alexander Crawford in these 
census records is the son of Rev. James Crawford. 


If there are two separate Alexander Crawfords, then there should be a second set of 


census records. | used the information | had compiled on the family of Alexander 
Crawford of Pulaski County, Kentucky to create a similar table showing ages of the family 
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members in the various census records.

A search of the 1830 Pulaski County, Kentucky census for Crawford does not include an 
Alexander Crawford in the results. 


This study of Kentucky census records does support 


* an Alexander Crawford living in Fayette County, KY at the same time as an 
Alexander Crawford lived in Pulaski County, KY. 
* the Rev. James Crawford family unit living in Fayette County under the name of 
Rebecka Crawford in 1810 and Alexander Crawford in 1820, 1830 and 1840. 
Since the Pulaski County, Kentucky census records are hard to match up with the family 
unit of Alexander Crawford and Margaret McElwee, it is hard to conclude that the 
Alexander Crawford shown in these records is the husband of Margaret McElwee. 
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Thus, | need to locate more records to support my position that these are two different 
Alexander Crawfords. 
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Computer Issues

It all Started with the MOUSE! 


A couple of weeks ago, my mouse started ‘misbehaving’. The first thing | noticed was the 
inability to highlight text. Instead of highlighting what | wanted highlighted, it would jumb 
somewhere else and start the highlighting. Even if | could get the section of text 
highlighted that | wanted highlighted, it wouldn’t ‘stop’ highlighting. Then it started 
creating a ‘double-click’ when | only clicked once. 


The obvious solution was to replace the mouse. Since | live with someone who hangs 
onto older hardware, we tested several different mice. We found that a wired mouse 
worked as well as a different branded wireless mouse worked. 


So, | was ready to order a new mouse. However, my husband was still trying to figure out 
why my mouse — and other mice — were not functioning correctly. He ran the diagnostics 
and discovered that my hard drives are failing. Yes, that is plural. Both the C and D drives 
are failing. 


Thus, all of my genealogy files are at risk! Even though | am working with a dying 
computer, | am thankful. | am thankful for the lessons learned about backing up and 
restoring files while working as a high school technology coordinator. | am thankful for the 
monthly reminders from Dick Eastman and other genealogists to back-up my genealogy 
files. | am thankful for Cousin Russ and his reminders to test your backups to make sure 
files can be retrieved. 


Thus, | do have back-ups — and | have redundancy. 


¢ | use a cloud backup service to backup both drives to the Cloud. 
¢ | use the program, Second Copy, to set up tasks to run overnight to copy my data 
files to a USB drive 

¢ | use a cloud service to store most of my files in the cloud 

¢ | copy my genealogy files — especially pictures — to a portable USB drive. 
Knowing that my computer could stop at any moment, | have spent the last couple of 
days verifying that my genealogy files are backed up to multiple locations. (I also have 
new hardware on order.) Having all of this redundancy will make it easy to transfer my 
files to the new hardware. 


Now, | need to verify the list of installed software and make sure | have installation files 
and serial numbers. 


Even though the thoughts of a crashed computer is disturbing, | am thankful that my 
computer is still running. I’m also thankful for the chance to improve the organization of 
my files. 


If you don’t currently automatically backup your files, take this post as a warning to 
backup your genealogy files — and listen to the monthly reminders to backup your data!

To complete this evaluation, | start at the top and look at what documentation | have and 
what | might be missing. In particular, I’m concentrating on the following types of sources: 
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* Census records 

¢ Vital records 

¢ Find a Grave records 

* Obituaries 
Basically, I’m looking for enough documentation to support the family relationships, one 
generation at a time until reaching my DNA match. 


So in my example, | will first check for missing documentation for the Phillip Mentzer, 
William Andrew Mentzer, and Moses Henry Mentzer. 


Based on the need to ‘Evaluate’ Grace and Francis Mentzer, | obviously don’t have the 
family of Francis A. G. Mentzer in my RootsMagic database. To start the ‘Evaluation’ 
process, | use the ability of RootsMagic to connect with the FamilySearch tree. | know 
that the FamilySearch tree is controversial, but | view it as a starting point based on the 
consensus of other researchers. Thus, | will use RootsMagic to pull down a spouse and 
children for Francis A. G. Mentzer. 


Once | have the family in my RootsMagic database, | will then use RootsMagic’s 
TreeShare to upload that family to my tree on Ancestry. Shortly after the upload is 
completed, | will start evaluating Ancestry hints for Francis A. G. Mentzer and his 
children. As | work with each hint, | am adding events and documentation to my 
RootsMagic database. After working thru the hints, | again do an upload to my Ancestry 
tree via RootsMagic’s TreeShare. 


Then | start the entire process over again with the next generation down. In this example, 
that would mean pulling down the spouse and any identified children for Grace Mentzer 
and her brother, Francis G. Mentzer. Since this generation likely has living children, the 
FamilySearch tree will probably be incomplete. My next step is to upload to Ancestry so | 
can use their hinting system to locate records. Since many of their children are likely 
living, | need to locate records that identify those children. In some cases, | have been 
able to find birth and/or marriage records for the children. Most of the time, however, | 
need an obituary that identifies the children. As | find information identifying the children, | 
add them to my database as living individuals. 


Once | have data to support the relationship suggested by ThruLines, | then document 
the DNA connection. | have created two PRIVATE facts for this documentation: 
DNAMatch and DNAThruLines: 


For my DNA match, | add a DNAMatch fact. | enter 2020 as the SORT DATE and make 
sure PRIVATE is checked. | then add a source. | use the DNA-Ancestry ThruLines source 
that | created in RootsMagic. For the ‘Item of Interest’ | enter information about the match. 
At first, | was only entering the match’s name in this field. However, | have started being 
more descriptive here to help me identify which of the tests | manage are being matched. 
Thus, I’m trying to use the following pattern for the ‘Item of Interest’

As mentioned in my post, Evaluating ThruLines, | am researching descendants to verify 
the ‘Evaluation’ line suggested by ThruLines, Today, I’m working on a ThruLines 
suggestion for Phillip Andrew Mentzer that goes thru his daughter, Sarah A. Mentzer. 


According to FamilySearch, Sarah was married three times. Her first marriage was to 
Henry Oman. In 1860, Sarah and Henry are living in Kewanee, Henry County, Illinois. By 
1870, Sarah is back in Massachusetts and is listed in the census as Sarah Stiles. Sarah’s 
second husband was Henry Stiles. Also listed in the 1870 census were two Oman 
children: Alice and Henry. In 1880, Sarah is again living in Massachusetts, but this time 
she is listed as Sarah Green, wife of Edward Green. The Oman children are not listed 
with Sarah and Edward on the 1880 census. 


Thanks to Ancestry’s collection of marriage records for Massachusetts, | was able to find 
all three of Sarah’s marriage records. My next step was to learn more about Sarah’s 
husbands. 


Thus, | turned to FamilySearch to see what it would tell me about Henry Oman. 
According to the record for Henry Oman (LZP4-NZC) on FamilySearch, he died on 1 Aug 
1863 at Vicksburg, Mississippi. FamilySearch also indicated that he was buried in the 
National Cemetery at Vicksburg. Thinking | would be able to use a record on Find a 
Grave to document Henry Oman’s death and burial, | searched for the record on that site. 


When | couldn't find Henry Oman’s burial on Find a Grave | decided to do a quick Google 
search to see what | could find. And that’s when | hit the jackpot!

Since narrative reports currently do not include the marriage or birth of children in the 
report, I’ve followed advice found on the RootsMagic forum. For the marriage record, | am 
sharing the marriage family fact with the bride and groom instead of the spouse role 
suggested in the forum. This allows me to create the sentence for the role. (Note: | 
couldn’t get the suggested sentence to work correctly, so | divided it into two separate 
roles.)

According to the ‘Influenza Encyclopedia’ entry for Kansas City, it appears that 
the majority of influenza cases were during the winter of 1918 to spring of 1919 and not 
during December 1919.

In 1806, Rachel Currey married Samuel Colver in Champaign County Ohio. Rachel and 
Samuel had five children: Abigail, Sarah, Samuel, Rachel and Hiram. Sarah married 
Lyman Konkrite in 1827. By 1860 the Konkrites had migrated to Texas where Sarah died 
in 1874. Rachel married Robert Wilson in 1833 and moved to Illinois. Samuel married 
Huldah Callender in Logan County Ohio in 1843. Prior to his marriage, Samuel was in 
Texas where he served as a Texas Ranger under Colonel Edward Burleson. Hiram 
married Mariah Ward in 1841 in Madison County, Ohio. 


In 1849, Samuel and Hiram had moved with their families to St. Joseph, Missouri where 
they were preparing to move to Oregon. In a letter dated in November (year not 
specified), Hiram writes his parents about their stay in St. Joseph and the desire to move 
west. Samuel added a note at the end of this letter. According to their respective land 
claims, Samuel and Hiram arrived in Oregon in 1850. The two families settled in Jackson 
County Oregon. In July 1851 Hiram again writes his parents describing the land and 
explaining why he doesn’t believe his mother would be happy in Oregon. 


In 1853, Samuel and Rachel write to their sons in Oregon. The letter urges one of the 
sons to come back east and help them move to Oregon. 


In 1857 Martha Scranton writes to her sister in Oregon.
